A Great Dan^e rj^erted- 

Few people are wvarfr<&t the Pro-, 
Tinco haa juat passed through a great 

crisis. About two weeks ago it was 
bruited ill Govornment citoleB t^at a 
conspiracy existed ^«nong "the Opposition 
to destroy th^tjredit of the Govern- 
nieut and pTaoenawef;;1lhBir-powe 
to raise funds to diBbhatge the heavy 
liabilities ino'irred by theit predecea- 
eors. As a matter of CotosB, a Gov- 
ornmontthat cannot pay its debts 
must sooner or later go to the waUjand 
the Opposition prepared a mine that 
was to bo sprung at the heel of the 
Hessinn HO as to destroy public oonfi 
dence and make Provincial seouritiea 
not worth a rush. That mine was a 
resolutioii pointing to the secession of 
British Columbia from the Canadian 
Coufedoratiou. It was to bo sudden 
ly brought in a day or two boforo the 
House wiis to bo prorogued. No hope ' 
was ontnrtaiuod of its paBsago; but tho 
mover, the secondor, and tho half- 
dozen others who wore \i\ tho plot, de- 
signed to deliver spoeches toomiug 
v.'ith tho wildest revolutionary and 
blood-and-thunder sentiments. Threats 
of personal violonco against Canadian 
officials were to bo indulged in, Do- 
minion properly was to bo threatened 
■with destruction; and every artifice, 
short of actual rebellion, that dovilish 
minds could invent, was to be employ- 
ed to destroy coiiiidouce in the stable 
character of this Govornment and tho 
permansnoy of tho British North Amer- 
ican Empire. They did not want to 
have it carried. Their objoct was to 
damage the credit of the Local Gov- 
ernment and bring about a deadlock in 
the hope that in the general collapse 
they might rise again to power. 
By a Bingular coincidence, on 
the very day that the Govern- 
ment came to a knowledge of 
tho conspiracy the Premier rose 
in his place and stated that it would 
probably be his duty in a few days to 
move the House into Committee of 
tho Whole to consider the railway 
question. Tho eyes of the Opposition 
sparkled with delight at this announc 
ment. Here was the opportunity to 
elTect which they had plotted, planned 
and contrived for months. The Min- 
istry had themselves prepared tho way 
for the discussion that was to shake 
public contidenco and bankrupt the 
treasury. Tho conspirators waited 
anxiously for the Premier's resolution. 
At times their impatience was ill con- 
cealed. Day after day wore along 
without a sign being given by tho 
Premier of an intention to state as a 
fact what he had announced as a pro- 
bability. Finally, it became evident 
that the session was drawing to a close 
and something must be done to ' 'draw 
the Premier out." A caucus of the 
conspirators was held on Monday last 
at which it was decided that the pump- 
ing process should be resorted to. On 
the (lay following a signilicant notice 
of an intention to ask tho Premier 
when the Governor intended to pro- 
rogue tho House was put on the no- 
tice-paper. By another coincidence, 
only exceeded in strangeness by the 
previous similarity of purpose, the 
Premier notified the House that on 
Thursday he would move them into 
..Committee of the Whole to consider 
railway matters. Tho question pre- 
pared by tho consi^irators was not put. 
Thoy had aocured what they wanted, 
and their question was dropped. At 
12 o'clock on Wednesday night the 
Premier announced that the House 
would be prorogued on Friday, and 
there was piosoutly placed in the 
hands of honorable membora a series 
of resolutions on railway matterH for 
their consideration. The C)pposition 
were jubilant. Thursday — a day 
"big with fate" — came. The House 
mot at eleven o'clock; but in- 
Btead of commencing with tho mo- 
tions (which would have precipitated 
the railway di:>cussiou) pasHcd to tho 
Orders of the Day, on motion of a 
member of the Government. The Op- 
position were in a jsingularly amiable 
mood. They scarcely opposed tho 
passage of a single ineasuro, luid by 7^ 
o'clock in tho evening tho Orders wore 
exliausted and motions came on. 
One of tho Opposition had previously 
given notice of a resolution pointing to 
the abandonment of tho diydock 
Bchomo. In his eagerness to advocate 
secession ho "dropped" tho motion. 
The next motion was the all-important 
one on the railway. . Now for.iti The 
Opposition were all in their seats' in 
a state of eager expectancy. The loug- 
delayed moment had at last arrived. 
Minutes seemed hours. Breathlessly 
they awaited tho voice of the Clerk, 
ytho at last, glancing at tho notice- 
paper, callod on tho motion. Tho hon. 
Premier quietly roso from hia neat, swept 
tlio Opposition benohuB with a quick 
Khiuoo'ihiit took in the eager, flushed, 
buiuing I'aceB turned towards him. Then, 
turning to^viirdH Mr. Spoakor ho oxchvim- 
ed quietly, IS droppedl" Vox a full 
minute there was a pause. Tho conspira- 
tors were stunned with amazement. Th*

roar for order. He then endeavored to 
ofTor a motion. It was objected to and 
ruled out. Several of hisco-conspirutors, 
BO 800U as they had recovered from thoir 
amazaipMlli; sprang to their foot; but thoy, 
tooi^sat down under the rules- Tho dan- 
ger was passed. The cradil of the country 
was preBorved and the, oonspirntors soon 
retired from the scene, broken n"nd baffled 
mou, leaving tho Govornment Hupporlors 
to fluish tho' flitting. Tho ox-Chief yes- 
terday p.ibliahod in tho iSidui/iini tho HO- 
cosaiou resolution that ho and hi.s fiiends 
hud prepared, and which tho ex Proiuior 
had too much sabe to move himself; but 
which, nevertheless, ho might have voted 
for. Had that resolution passed while 
our ease was in the bands of Lord Carniir- 
von tho reader will readily iindorstaud 
how irreparable the injury might luivo 
boon to our cause. Lord Carnarvoa tolo- 
graphod on tho 27tii ult. that ho hud 
strong hopes of satisfactorily puttling tho 
misunderatanding. To have paasetl u socos- 
sion resolution — or ovau to have debated 
it— might have neutralized the noble 
Lord's efforts, utterly destroyed the 
prospoot of an amicable arrangement and 
bankrupted tho Govornment. 

Wo link our ruadors to boliovo us when 
wo state tho succoHsion of oxtrnordiuniy 
coineidcneos wo have akotched above wero 
not designed by tho Ministers. Thoy wore 
puroly aooidental. They happend. "The 
Fates ordained them!"

Appointments- 
No act of a Minist/y furnishes so good 
an index of its character as its appoint- 
ments. At tho present time tho Min- 
istry have a number of valuable ap- 
pointments in ■ their gift. Amongst 
thorn are a Supoiinloudout of tho Lu- 
natic Asylum; a Cassiar ilagistrate; 
BeyerarABsesBorB and Collectors; one 
Immigration Agent each for Victoria 
and WeBtminaterja Government Agent 
lor Wefltminster, and a Deputy Su- 
perintendent of Education for the 
Mainland. The CaB.siar Magistrate 
should be a gentleman of experience 
and ability; and the Assessors should 
be drawn from the most intelligent 
and respectable class in the respeotivo 
Districts, with a fair knowledge of the 
value of real estate and goods. The Tax 
Collectors, who will come more than 
any other class between the Govern- 
ment and governed, and the Immigra- 
tion Agents, should bo thorough biisi- 
noss men, energetic and active, and 
courteouB in manner. Tho Superin- 
tendent of the Lunatic Asylum will be 
a cor potent medical gentleman; and 
tho Deputy Superintendent of Educa- 
tion must be properly cortiticnted. 
Great care and discriniiualiou will, no 
doubt, be exorcised by the Ministry in 
the selection of their oflicers. In somo 
Districts the Sheriffs, and in others 
the Government Agents, will probably 
act as Assessors and Colleclurs for n 
small increase in salary or a commis- 
sion. Wherever this arrangement can 
be advantageously effected it should be 
carried out with the object of reducing 
the cost of collection to as low a figure 
as is compatible with efficiency. But 
there are Districts where^this cannot be 
done; ^tid to those we parlioularly 
refer. This is a strong Pari^ ' ^aper ; 
yet it would not wiah to see the in- 
terests of the country saorifioed to tho 
needs of Party. Things being equal, 
a man of the same political hue as the 
Party in power should be preferred to 
an opponent. But that should not be 
an iron-bound rule. Party considera- 
tions should always give way to ofli- 
cieucy. Fortunately, tho Liberals 
havein their rankathe bulk of the intel- 
ligence and respectability of tho coun- 
try, and have sufficient to pick and 
choose for the diirerout oflices without 
the Ministry beiug obliged to travel 
beyond the Party lines. AU that is 
required of the Ministry is care in tho 
selection. Only theverybrstmpnagaiiist 
whoso characters the slightoKt suHpi- 
cion has never been brcalLeii, 
should bo appointed; and tho 
whole country will applaud tho selec- 
tions made. We would urge on tho 
Government the appointment, where 
ever practicable, of men of family 
the various posiHons.

He was 
accompanied by a lady, vrho was os- 
tensibly "the Honorable Mrs. Annes- 
ley;" and if the nameless graces of 
good breeding were not so distinctly 
perceptible in her case as in that of 
her lord — if tho manner had not pre- 
cisely that elegant repose with stamps 
tho cast of Vero do Vero — tlioro was at 
least uo llagrant violation of any of 
the tacit ladies whereby ladies and 
gentlemen are went to regulate their 
behaviour towards each other. There 
was, in a word, nothin|f to indicate 
that flho wiiH no other than she was 
re])reHentetl to bo.

Of course the embarrassment 
was temporary only, and if tho learned 
Judge would accoinmodiito him for a 
few day.s, ISic.., etc., Ao. 'Jlio loaniod 
Judge, being fre(! from mispieion, gen- 
erously promised to render tho tempo- 
rary aid sought, \)ut before the trans- 
action could be cairried out In the most 
important .detail of actually handing 
over tho money, tho impecunious Mr. 
Annesley was proven to bo sailing 
under false colors. 

The revelation came about in this

The French physicians havo recent- 
ly performed a noteworthy operation 
upon a young clerk, Lesuer, who is 
known as "I'homme a la fourchette." 
Nearly two years ago ho was at table 
with some comrades, who were con- 
versing about the Indian jugglers and 
their trick of swallowing a sword. 
Lesuer claimed thnt it was very simple 
and, to prove his assertion, took a fork 
by the tines and poshed it down his throat 
A spasmodic contraction of the organs 
took it from his fingers and carried it 
down tho passage into the stomach. 
For n long time efforts were made to 
reach tho fork by tho mouth, but it 
was finally ascertained to be in his 
stomach, and Lesuer was given up for 
lost. He was shown at clinical lectures 
and then wont into the country. But 
as Lesuer did not fail in health, and 
continued strong and hearty for over a 
year, some of the doctors thought that 
the fork could be removed. Baron 
Lorrey, aud Drs. Labbe, Loporo, and 
Prof. Gosselin undertook tho opera- 
tion — begun some weeks since. They 
began by burning down slowly to the 
stomach with caustic, and dotormining an 
adhesion of the coat of the stomach with 
tho outer edges of tho hole thus made 
with the corrosives. When this adhesion 
was complete, an incision mode in 
the stomach and tl^j^ork drawn oht with 
forceps. It was as^Wiick as ink, but not 
worn to any extent, tesuer is now re- 
garded as out of danger. If they desired, 
the doctors might have here another Al- 
exis Saint Martin, upon whom Dr. Beau- 
mont made his valuable physiological 
experiments, for by contiauing the use of 
caustio a jiftssage into the stomach could 
bo kept open with little danger to tho pa- 
tient.
